The
correspondence of Henry Kissinger and other HSC staff
members concerns the Administration's foreign policy,
the functions of the HNSC, speaking and intervicu
requests, and Vietnam speeches given by HNSC staff
member Dolf M. Droge. While there is information about
the scheduling of NSC meetings with the President, the
meeting topics are frequently not menlioned.  Holablo
topics in the files include the Viclunam Var, prisoncs
of war, an interagency study on the drarte, doall
deferments, the lottery system, the Bll-volunteer Ay,
draft reform, and the national strategic stickpile.
Additional NSC responsiblities documented include
clearances of foreign travel and meetings with Soviet-
bloc diplomats by Administration officials and certain
job appointments decmed sceunsilive o nai ol securd by ;
policy coordination with the Couuncil on intcinalional
Economic Policy, the Council of Boonowic sdvisors and
the Domestic Council; and advice concerning
international organizations, including the United
Nations, the North Atlantic Treaty Organization and the
European Economic Community; and joint projects in
telecommunications and space reseavch, such as Uhe
International Telecommmication Sabelbite Organizat ion
(INTELSAT) and the Post-Apollo Space Puogi .
